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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

Sir: 

As will be noted from page 2 of the application, reference is made to U.S. Patent 
No. 6,017,362 dated January 25, 2000. A copy of the patent is enclosed herewith. The 
patent is entitled Folding Self-Expandable Intravascular Stent. It relates to a method for 
installing a self-expanding stent into a lumen. The steps comprise providing a collapsed 
self-expanding stent having a longitudinal axis and at least one fold line. The stent 
includes at least one assembly extending circumferently about the longitudinal axis and is 
maintained in the collapsed state by a longitudinally positioned release line associated with 
the stent. The collapsed self-expanding stent is released and allowed to expand at a 
selected cite in the lumun. 

Applicant's invention differs in that an anastomosis member is arranged at an

^firsrtgj^econd blood vessel. The anastomosis member is a generally cylindrical body. It 
is comprised of at least one plate member which is adapted to be brought into with bath of 
the first and second blood vessels. The plate member has a plurality of protrusions formed 
on at least one opposite surface thereof and is adapted to be engaged with at least one of 
said first and second blood vessel such as to present dislocation of said first and second 
blood vessel at the anastomosed site.
